Anti-Red Action Is 
Proposed by Dulles 

NEW YORK, March 30 (VP)— Secretary of State Dulles- 
speaking with the advance approval of President Eisenhower 
— urges "united action" by the free nations to prevent Com- 
munist domination of Indo-China and all southeast Asia. 

Communist domination in that area of the world "would be 
a grave threat to the whole free community," Dulles said 
last night in a major foreign policy declaration, adding 

"The United Stages feels that that possibility should not be 
passively accepted, but should 
be merby unltea aciiori, 

"This might havo.. serious risks. 
But these risks are far less than 
would face ua a few years from now, 
we dare not be resolute today. 
Sometimes 1'. la necessary to take 
risks to win peace, as In war it is 
necessary to take risks to win vic- 
tory. Tho chances for peace aro 
usually" bettered- -by lottlna-a do-. 
tcntlal aggressor know in advance 
where his aggression could lead 
lilm." 

Dulles' declaration on the Oom- 
muniat threat in ttie Far Eiisl was 
delivered In an address before the 
Overseas Press' club at tho Wal- 
dorf- As tor J n hotel. 

Tho speech was broadcast and 
telecast nationally, and the Voice 
of America gave Dulles on interna- 
tional audience.

On Mnrrb l. »t <t.i mirl Faclfle proving 
grounds, 'h* Un'iprf States touched off its 
second hydroj?pn explosion. What happened? 

It shot a nuclear cloud 17 miles into the 
sky. The explosion had a force at least 800 
times that of thp ntom bomb dropped on Hiro- 
shima. The Hiroshima bomb was the equal of 
20,000 tans of TNT. The new H-bomb <"juaJed 
15 million tons of TNT. 

At Hlrnshinn. some QO.OOO Japanese died as 
result of tlx* A bomh. Who can nay n'lr'i any 
accuracy many would parish if a bomb 
600 times n.i powerful were explod*"' In a 
populous center? 

This H-bomb jarred Kwajateln Island, 110 
mtlos away. It scattered radioactive dust, 
moisture and debris far beyond the safety- 
zone boundaries of the test area. Radioactive 
H-bomb ash fell on Japan, 1,600 miles away. 

A boatload of Japanese fisherman 60 miles 
from the explosion, suffered severe burns 
from radioactive coral ash which descended 
on their boat long hours after the blast. 

Actually, scientific instruments failed to 
measure the full force of the burst, but scien- 
tists are guessing that It was three to four 
times as great as they had expected, 

Senator Bridges of New Hampshire says 
that the earlier bomb or device wiped out an 
Island and tore a hole in the ocean floor 175 
feet deep and a mile wide. 

Since this report was made, arguments have 
developed among our officials and states- 
men regarding the wisdom of telling even a 
fuller story. 

Those who say we should epeak out be- 
lieve the mere knowledge of the awfulness of 
this weapon (and this was a droppable wea- 
pon) will serve w a monumental deterrent 
-to war. - 

It seema to us the more that can be told, 
without hurting security, the better it will be. 
. And every last detail ought to be beamed 
again and again by U. S. and European trans- 
mitters to Russia and the Iron curtain coun- 
tries.

In view of these sinister considerations and general

It should some how be he'd to 
account for its stewardship of the 
constitutional treasure of freedom 
of the press. The press, as property, 
seems to think that this freedom be- 
longs exclusively to the newspapers, 
magazines and radio and television 
system.

-HOT* the property of any Individual 
owner, editor, publisher, or writer 
than It Is tha property of so many 
carpenters and pJnmb'r*. 

I am at a loii for a method of 
approach. I think lie press ought 
to volunteer to give Information for 
the simple reason that It should 
have Do editorial seereU from the 
public. But It won"t. If a publisher 
publishes propaganda favcrlng or 
opposing aome propo.ltlon. that Is 
his constitutional right. Legally, 
there Is nothing wrong about It 

If it m shown 'hat he had an 
ulterior, dishonest motive for his 
expressions that would still be 
violation of hi* right. However 
might hold him up to such withering 
scorn by the publ!" that his er'" 
prls's would show a financial loss 
and that wld he a fair result 

The conduct it the Amrrlctn tree 
preii h>« not b»»n th« least dls- 
grac-tul phase of f h* controvirsy 
over Joe McCarthy The press has 
covered Itself with sham- and no- 
body knows that better than thi 
Journalists who comprise it. 

If It be argued that McCaj^hy or 
Roy Cohn lied In some partlcular- 
and I maintain that their lies, 
any, at worst 'were mere fibs — then 
the glaring Tact rematno that the 
press prints by way of comment, not 
news reports, two absolutely oppo- 
site versions of su^h a b'stnrlc -itai- 
ation, one or th* f*h*r nf *h« twe 
elements is lying. 

That lying Is deliberate and U de- 
termlncd in editorial conferences. 
The purpose is to impose on the 
people. So why shouldn't the public 
be allowed to learn by a congression- 
al Inquest iust what the facts aref 
And enabled to decide which mage- 
lzjies and papers to distrust there- 
after? 

That part of the meearine- presa 
which purports to give "Interpreta- 
tion" and "opinion" Is by all odda 
the writ, snd the worst of that 
phenomenon Is the fact that these 
magazinea are trusted with childish 
credulity by millions of our most 
intelligent and useful citizens, the 
"better" element of their thousand), 
of communities. You see such pub- 
lications on practically every li- 
brary table or night-table In the 
country. 

In personal conduct, the men who 
run the most influential and worst 
of them are cynical fellows, mad 
about money and power. They have 
a constitutional right to He, distort 
and misrepresent and I would not 
punish them for that. But we could 
show them up and let the public 
take the responsibility for its own 
deception If It continues to buy
